RIFLE SHOOTING.

‘When you have brought the rifle up to
the ‘“‘present,” and have placed the cheek
on the stock, with the eye in a line with
the sights, donot aim at once at the bull’s
eye, but begin a little below, say at the
bottom of the , and, with the left
hand, gradually raise the muzzle straight
up, and at the instant the front sight
covers the centre of the object to be hit,
press the trigger. If you took your aim,
in the first instance, direct at the bull’s
eye for any portion of time, a wavering
or trembling will take place, and when
discharged the bullet will just as likely
hi: to the right or to the lef]t, as central-
ly, and be, comparatively, a bad shot;
but so long as you continue gradually to
raise the muzzle straight up, no other
movement, either to the right or left, can
take place: you would, therefore, if you
did not hit the bull’s eye, most probably
hit a little above or below it, and make,
comparatively, a good shot.

The heavier the rifle, the less will the
recoil be felt, as the same force will com-
municate less velocity to anybody in pro-
portion as the weight of that body is in-
creased. When the person firing, there-
fore, is careful to keep the rifle firmly
against his shoulder, he and the rifle al-
most become one body—tiie rifleman and
tbe rifle receive, in some measure, the
motion of the recoil together; while, on
the other hand, if the nfle does nottouch
the shoulder, or only presses gently
against it, the rifle strikes this part of the
body with an energy proportionate to the
rapidity of the metion it has received.
The motion of the recoil has for its direc-
tion the axis of the barrel; if the stock
were, therefore, straight, so as to prolong
this axis, the person firing would expe-
rience the whole force of the recoil, but
the stock being bent, in order to facili-
tate the aim, the rifle loses its tendency
to recoil; the effect of this bend, how-
ever, if it tends to lessen the recoil of the
piece when resting against the shoulder,
tends also to throw the muzzle up, by
making it turn, as it were, on its fulcrum
at the bend, although the arms are, or
ought to be, employed to resist this ac-
tion.— Volunteer Rifleman.

A Mawxors OMNIBUS CoMPANY.—Some time
since we poticed the fact that most of the
Broadway lines of omnibuses in New York
had been united under a common manage-
ment, by the owners forming themselves into
= chartered joint stoek association, denomin-
ated the * New York Contolidated Stage Com-
pany.”” The charter was granted on the 3d of
April last, and tae company organized on the
12th of June. It ownsand operates ssven dif.
ferent lines of omnibuses, all using Broadway
as a part of their route, and diverging there-
from at various points above Canal street On
these routes the cempany runs about two hun-
dred omnibuses, and owns all the stock, equip-
ments, &c. During the four months ending
Oectober 13, the receipts were $171.659 35. or
an average of $42,914 32 monthly, from which
& profit of over fifteen per cent. per annum on
the whole eapital has been made. At the for-
mation of the company, the debts of all the
lines consolidated were assumed, amounting in
the ate to $269.979. This amount was
payable in weekly and monthly instalments,
and the capital stook of the company was fixed
at $705,000, ilclndinfo this incumbrance; but
since then $31,705 of the debt has been
paid off, and no new debt ineurred.
